‘Susanna married Jonathan -Stevens 
whose son Nathaniel and grandson 
Moses sit in our gates,-so near to us, 
that we cannot tell the story of their 
romances and successes to this gener- 
ation. If any of them want my note 
book, they will find the match games 
between the Phillips,Farnum, Stevens, 
ragg business interests of that period, 
and the proof of the Bragg indomitible 
energy, stands by the water side in the 
fairest part of our town. ‘Sara mar- 
ried Enoch Adams of Newbnry and 
somebody knows all_ those cousins;

Professor James’s Second Lecture. 


A largevaudience was again assembled 
in Abbot Hall last Friday evening, ti 
hear Professor James deliver his second 
and concluding lectuie, ‘‘What Maker 
Our Lives Significant,” .It was a bril- 


mirth-provoking gravity, abrupt tran 
sitions, — all combined with an atmos- 
phere of high seriousness to make a dis- 
course as elusive in the hands of the re- 
porter, as it was charming to the ear of 
the listener. Variety, infinite, inex- 
haustible, seemed the watch word of the 
speaker. ‘The first lecture prepared the 
audience for the unexpected, but who 
could anticipate such delicious irony, 
such poetic touches, such an awakening: 
of the individual conscience — the hu- 
morist, poet, psychologist, moralist, and 
religious teacher all in one! 

The new subject was introduced by an 
inimitable sketch of Chatapqua, that 
Utopia of America, that Happy Valley 
of the nineteenth century! Its lectures 
set to the music of perpetual soda foun- 
tains created an atmosphere too idyllic 
for our Harvard professor, who pre- 
ferred the unmitigated evil of the unre- 
generate world to that “quintessence of 
mediocrity’’ in intellect and morals. 

One more “in the stream of the 
world,”’ Prof. James painted” vivid and 
startling pictures of the ‘‘other half,”of 
those who do the world’s work — the 
work that supports the luxury of courts, 
the idleness of the rich, the leisure of the 
intellectual aristocrat. There passed be- 
fore one in rapid _succession, the dark- 
browed laborer of the subway, the toil- 
ing old Vienna hag, the down-trodden 
Russian peasant, the bumble boy “Across 
the plains” — such pictures as Tolstoi 
and Stevenson drew tothe life, Grind- 
ing toil like this, compared with inglor- 
ious ease, is worthy of public monu- 
ments, At this point, so persuasive were 
Prof. James’s a:guments, that a large 
subscription might then and there have 
been started in the interest of statues 
dedicated to day laborers. But intel- 
lect and education were once more in- 
dorsed, all momentary .doubts to the 
contrary being removed by afew modi- 
fying statements. An ideal is necessary 
to hallow even day labor, and this is ab- 
sent from the mind of the ‘‘sweaty toiler”’ 
who shirks his task and delights in the 
hour that sets him free. 

An ideal joined to practical effort 
towards the realization of it will produce 
a.union sufficiently strong to ennoble 
the atmosphere of any human soul 
whether humble or renowned. 

Prof. James ~closed these lectures 
written expressly for the occasign, by a 
beautiful address to the students of Ab- 
bot Academy. In eloquent terms and 
with impressive seriousness, he re- 
minded them of the special--endowment 
of woman — sympathy: This alone cari 
correct our daily blindness tv the ground 
of another’s joy,this alone can discern the 
secret of that ideal which makes an- 
other life significant.

Lynn, Feb, 23—George W. Simmons, 
manager of Qak Hall and one of the best 
known merchants of Boston, was found 
dying, late yesterday afternoon, in one 
of the rooms of the caretaker’s house on 
his estate at Little Nahant.

Yesterday shortly before 
noon a man walked up to the caretak- 
er’s house and introduced} himself as 
Mr, Simmons. He asked if there was 
not at the house a rifle owned by him, 
and when the woman replied in the af- 
firmative he suid he would like to take 
itand go hunting around the shore, 


The weapon and ammunition 
were handed him and he — departed 
with the rifle on ‘his shoulder. 


fie returned to the house early in the 
afternuon and asked that he be given 
the privilege of remaining in one of the 
rooms to rest. He was shown into one 
of the side rooms, overlooking the ocean 
and left alone, He carried the rifle into 
the room with him. Mrs, smith heard 
the report, as did also her husband, and 
both hurried to the room occupied by 
Mr. Simmons. He was lying on the 
floor, with the barrel of the rifle resting 
on his legs. The doctors and police in- 
cline to the accidental theory. They 
suggest that Mr. Simmons probably was 
examinining the gun and let the stock 
fall on the floor, when the explusion was 
the result. 


TWO BODIES CAST UP.
